The Legisiature prorogues this after- 
noon at three o'clock, after a session 
of seven weeks’ duration, All the 
cabinet ministers and fourteen mem- 
bers of the legislature were in atten- 
dance at the closing session — yester- 
eats The ‘‘Aet to Amend the Statute 
Law’ passed its final reading at this 
Sse smnbly and in consequenee all bars 
for ithe sale of liquer in the previne 
of Alberta must close at ten o'clock 
each night after July 15, 1908 

When this question of ten o'clock 
closing Was up for consideration in 
committee of the whole, Deputy 
Speaker Boyle presiding, the Hon, Mr 
Fisher, the member for Banff dis- 
trict, made a determined struggle to 
get an exemption for the Banff hotels, 
but the house ruled that even otis 
tourist-haunted beauty spot of Alberta 
must be dry after ten o'clock, Mi 
Fish(er argued that this portion of 
Alberta, being in the limits of the 
Banff National Park, was unde 
Federal rather than provincial con 
trol, but to this latter point the gov 
ernment would not agree, 

The discussion on the bill wa 
throughout an animated one, with 
many keen thrusts and humorou 
sallies by the Minister of Public 
Works, the Attorney General and the 
members for Rosebud and Wetaski- 
win, Oihers who sp briefly and 
to the point and who earlier in’ thé 
session gontented themselves rather 
with committee work than debate, 
were Messrs. Holden and Simpson 

At the close of proceedings the tra 
ditional destruction of the old bills 
and the casting away of sessional 
eares and differences was celebrated, 
and most of the members in atten- 
dance yesterday took part One

Discussion of Bill. 

When the amendments to the 
Liquor Licens¢ Ordinance was 
brought up Mr. Hiebert moved in 
amendment to the amendment that 
the hours of closing be changed from 
ten o'clock to seven, The house did 
not agrees to this, however, and the 
ten o'clock closing amendment was 
passed. 

Mr. Riley, the member for Gleichen 
moved in amendment that this provi- 
sion of ten o'clock closing should not 
apply to that part of Alberta known 
as the Rocky i t The 
Dominion ¢ rt, he stated, con- 
trolled the fi granted there, and 
as tourists came there from every part 
of the world, their trains arriving aiter 
ten o'clock, he considered the provi- 
sion would be a hardship to the 
tourists and travelling publie gener- 
aly. 

Mr. Hiebert opposed this. The argu- 
ments brought up for it would apply 
he said, to any cther part of stberta, 
and if it was advisable to leave the 
bars open until 11.30 tor the arrival 
of trains, why not extend the hours 
till dawn, for the trains were always 
running, In fact at a health resort 
like Banff the sooner the bars were 
closed the better, and there even more 
than anywhere else his motion of a 
seven o'clock closing would be in 
order, A couple of other members 
exprassed thew opimion that si 
this district was under Federal super- 
vision and in view of Mr. Riley's 
arguments, they believed that Banff 
might well be exempted in this re- 
gard, 

Attorney-General Qross, while ‘ex 
pressing his appreciation of the argu- 
ments put forth by the various mem- 
bers, he considered the legislature 
would make a serious mistake to give 
any part of the province an exemp- 
tion in regard to the hours of closing. 

Hon. Mr. Fisher, who was occupying 
a seat among the members to the leit 
of the throne, rose to speak. The 
Dominion Government had, he said, 
giverf permis-ioa for more hotels in 
the town of Banff thun upon a basi 
of population it was entitled to, But 
special consideration had been made 
for the thousands of tourists passing 
through Banff yearly In fact, in 
his latest report the park superinten- 
dent had pointed out that there was 
not sufficient hotel accommodation 
even now with five hotels.
